understand, he said, that my name 
has been used in connection with the delay in 
letting contracts for steam-heating apparatus 
for some of the schools in the summer of 1888 
to so late a time in the year that the only 
thing that could be done was to repair the Rut- 
tan furnaces at considerable expense, though 
the board had voted previously to do away 
with them. Now, I was a thousand miles 
away at that time. Iwas in Europe all that 
summer.“ 

Mr. McLaren then produced records which 
verified his statement. 

“What do you think,” Mr. Warner was

HERELEY’S METHODS IN THE BOARD. 


A Contract-Letting Incident at the Meet- 
ing of July 11. 

At a meeting of the Board of Education 
held July 11 the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings reported in favor of letting con- 
tracts for putting in steam heating into the 
following schools: Burr, Keith, Montefiore, 
Ogden, Vedder, Von Humboldt, and Walsh. 
The proposed contracts amounted to $96,000. 
M. B. Hereley moved to refer the matter back 
to the committee. He did rot gain his point. 
Mr. Garvy moved to have the contracts car- 
ried out. Mr. Hereley, to the astonishment 
of all, voted for Mr. Garvy’s motion. But 
his dbject was soon apparent. By voting with 
the affirmative he was enabied to movea re- 
consideration. : 

Hereley then stated to the board that he 
m cant to move to reconsider the question at 
the next meeting of the board. By this 
shrewd move he was enabled to defer work on 
putting in the steam, as no further steps could 
be taken until the next meeting of the board, 
Aug. 22. In this way Hereley was enabled 
to block proceedings so as tu make it impos- 
sible to put in the steam-heating that year. 

re was oot sufficient time after Aug. 22 to 
put in the steam and have the rooms ready 
when the schools openea in the fall. 
At the meeting held Aug. 22 Mr. Hereley, 
faithful to his promise, moved to reconsider 
the steam-heating matter. Of course the 
board had to admit that it was too late in the 
ar, to think of such proceedings, and Mr. 
ereley carried his point. The board was 
forced to vote that the old furnaces be re- 
paired. This was contrary to the policy of the 
board,.and everybody knew that it was virtu- 
ally money thrown away, but it was just what 
Mr. Hereley hed been figuring on. In the 
event of “ge gy the furnaces who was to do 
the work? The Smead Warming and Venti- 
lating company, or the Ruttan company, as 
it was formerly cailed, who manufactured 
the furnaces, of course. There was no one 
else able to do the work. That job cost 512, 
165. On the motion of Mr. Doolittle all bids 
received for steam- heating contracts were re- 
jected. On motion of Mr. Fernald authority 
was granted to have the repairs on the fur- 
naces made. It was only a question of a 
short time before the work done had to be un- 
done and steam-heating apparatus put in its 
place. The $12,165 had gone into the pockets 
of the Smead Warming and Ventilating com- 
v. 1 of the transaction, T. J. 
Waters, Engineer of the board, said: 

“The steam-heating apparatus could have 
been put in easily in time for school to open 
if work had been commenced directly after 
the committee reported favorably on it, July 
11, but Mr. Hereley’s action had made it so 
that it was impossible to get the work done 
after Aug. 22. All the board could do was to 
make the repairs.”’

IT WAS THE GRAND JURY'S BUSY DAY. 
A Large Amount ot Important Evidence 
Secured. 


The grand jury accomplished a great deal of 
work yesterday. The eorridor and ante-room 
were thronged with visitors when Gen. Lieb 
announced that the jury was ready for busi- 
ness. A party of Board of Trade people, 
headed by Cal Favorite, Frank Riddle, and 
Messrs, Baldwin and Farnum, filled the 
benches at the west end of the corndor. They 
wanted to testify in the Baldwin-Farnum- 
| Lowitz case, quite a sensation in its way, but 
as nothing compared to the special work to 
which the grand. jury has been giving its entire 
attention for a week. These witnesses finally 
retired in disgust to Judge Clifford’s room, 
where a female footpad was on trial, and at 
neon they returned to the wheat and pork 
pits. 8 

Among the witnesses called in the boodle 
cases were J. Frank Aldrich, Commissioner of 
Public Works; W. H. Durant of the Street 
Department, W. V. Jacobs and J. D. Harve 
of the Calumet Electric road, C. P. Dose 
E. A. Cummi real-estate dealers; Ald. 
O'Neill and Dahiman, and Otis Jones, G. H. 
Goodrich, Sterling L. and Fred Bailey, George 
C. Hunter, A. A. Ames. All the latter 
were there to testify in the Board of Educa- 
tion boodie scandals. Mr. Jones, whose sen- 
sational story of Saturday and the fainti 
spell which followed its relation, was regarde 
as the principal attraction in the array, but he 
failed to appreciate the interest manifested in 

im, 

W. V. Jacobs was the first witness. He told 
that he was interested in the construction of 
the Calumet road, because of an interest he 
had in developing his real-estate holdings. If 
he told the grand jury anything about the use 
of money in securing the Calumet franchise 
he refused to repeat it after he left the jury- 


room. 

Pred Ruebesamen, a newspaper man, testi- 
fied that Butcher Zimmer had shown him the 
letter sent out by the New York manufactur- 
ers of spring scales, but that he could not say 
that he had been told that money was used in 
securing the repeal of the ordinance. Robert 
Kiesling, a reporter on a German paper, said 
that he had been told that money had been 
used to’serure the repeal, and he gave the 
jury the name of his informant, P. B. Mark- 
wald, who had much to do with securing the 
repeal of the ordinance, told the jury that if 
any money had been used he had no knowl- 
edge of it. Then the spring scale ordinance 
was dropped for the day, and the Urban 
Transit company and Soule’s story had an 
inning. | 

An Urban Company Agent Testifies, 

W. T. Glenn is an agent of the Chicago and 
Jefferson Urban company. It was his busi- 
ness to secure the consent of the property- 
owners along the streets upon which it was 
proposed to build the road. He also had some 
information concerning Soule’s deal: with 
the Aldermen. He testified that he had heard 
some one say, he did not know. who, in the 
office of the Chicago and Jefferson Urban 
company that it would take $75,000 to get the 
ordinance through the Council. A report was 
current some days ago that Glenn made this 
statement to some of his friends: 

We told the Couneil committee just what 

zwe would do, and were told to go away and 
come back later,“ he said. When we re- 
turned Mr. Yerkes’ agent was talking to the 
Chairman of the committee and we were in- 
formed by the Chairman that the comufittee 
could do nothing for us.”’ 

Mr. Glenn was asked regarding this state- 
ment and said he did not make it. 

L. Bixby, a property-owner along the line of 
the Chicago and Jefferson Urban Transit com- 
pany’s proposed ronte, was before the jury 
next and testified positively that Mr. Soule had 
told him it would take $75,000 to get the ordi- 
nance through the Council, and that a demand 
for that much had beén made on the road to 
insure the passage of the ordinance. 

„W. H. Durant, chief of the Street Inspec- 
tion Bureau of the Department of Public 
Works, was examined as to Ald. Dorman’s at- 
tempts to collect money for his services in the 
Council. William Butzov, who keeps a flour 
and feed store on Ogden avenue, is a constitu- 
ent of Ald. Dorman. Butzow and other resi- 
dents of the Tenth Ward, were interested in 
getting a cértain street opened and called 
upon Dorman to have it done. 

Dorman Wanted $300. ‘ 


They were informed that ft would take $300, 
and having confidence intheir representative 
and believing that the money was to be used 
‘for a legitimate purpose went to work and 
rai the amount. They expected to hand 
him the $300 the morning the grand jury com- 
menced its investigation of the Aldermen, and 
being suspicious that something was wrong 
did not give it to Dorman. The next day he 
was indicted. 

At this point Commissioner of Public 
Works Aldrich and the waiting Aldermen and 
other witnesses were dismissed for the day, 
and the jurors rolled up their sleeves and tuok 
up the sensational developments of Saturday, 
in regard to boodle in the Board of Education. 

Sterling L. Bailey, President of the Ruttan 
Manufacturing company and the Smead 
Warming and ‘Ventilating company, was 
called. 

Did M. B. Hereley ever ask you for money? 
If so, how much and where?“ he was asked. 

“He told me in my office that if I would 
give him $500 he would see that my company 
got a share of the school contracts. That was 
several months ago. He told’ ine he would 
have to divide the money with other officials 
on the Board of Education. I told him I 
would consider the proposition. Soon after I 
went away, and Hereley. I was told, called at 
my office several times durmg my absence. 
When I returned I told Hereley I would not 
do business the way he proposed. 

Did any one else approach you?” 

“Mr. Goodrich, who was in my employ 
hinted to me that by the use of money I would 
be able to secure many school contracts, and 
that others had gotten contracts in that way. 
I refused to consider the matter and Good- 
rich told my brother, Fred Bailey, that I was 
a fool not to take hold of such a chance.“ 


The Story of a Quarrel. 

Mr. Bailey also told of a quarrel he had 
with another school official, who was talking 
about the apparatus he manufactured, and 
whom he was able to silence by a letter. That 
official called at the witness’ office and the 
quarrel was adjusted in a manner satisfactory 
to che witness and on terms which will receive 
consideration from the jury durmg the week. 
Mr. Bailey also stated that he had heard that 
Hereley asserted that Waters was his man. 

Fred Bailey corroborated some of the main 
statements made by his brother, and told of the 
visits Hereley paid to his office. Theevidence 
of these two witnesses, with the previous cumu- 
lative evidence, settled the question of an in- 
dictment against Hereley, and the grand jury 
started in to find out what there was in the 
insinuations against Thomas J. Waters, Chief 
Engineer of the Boatd of Education. A news- 
paper man testified that George C. Hunter 
told him he had three letters in his possession 
which would send Waters to the penitentiary. 
He said that the letters had been given to him 
by the man to whom Waters written 
them while the recipient was on a spree in 
Omaha. When summoned before the grand 
jury Hunter began to weaken and told State’s- 
Attorney Longenecker that he never had the 
letters of which he spoke. 

A. A. Ames, a salesman for the Smead com- 
pany, testified that Hunter told him in Jobiet 
not long ago that he had three letters which 
would send Waters to the sep rane A 
Haslett, also a salesinan for a furnace com- 
pany. testified that Hunter had told him about 
the letters.

A man who has had considerable to do with 
the Board of Education told an interesting 
story regarding the Smead company, the firm

which Has come into prominence of late 
through the grand jury investigation of boodle 
practices. In speaking of the business meth- 
ods of the Smead company this man said yes- 
terday: 

“I was as at a meeting of the Board 
Education July 31, 1890, on which occasion 
bids for repairing furnaces furnished by the 
Smead company were opened. There were 
three bidders— Andrews & Johnson's bid was 
$980; a man named Sullivan offered to do the 
work for $1,141; while the Smead company 
asked $2,880 for the same job. The bid was 
awarded to the lowest bidders, Audrews & 
Johnson, for $980, 

John McLaren, a member of the board, 
scored the Smead company for the ve ye 
exorbitant demand. Lou see it did look 
rather strange that the Smead company would 
ask $2,000 more than the lowest bidder. The 
repairing was to be done on fu:naces of their 
own manufacture and everybody knows they 
were in a position to furnish the work cheaper 
than any outside firm. I know of another in- 
stance where same concern furnished 
schools in a Wisconsin town with twenty-four 
furnaces for $15,000. This would figure each 
furnace at $625 apiece and that firm has sold 
duplicates of the same furnaces to parties in 
this city for $800. So you see there is a differ- 
ence of $8,800 on the contract. Now do you 
suppose that $8,800 was paid out for freight?

SOULE A SCHOOL-SITE PURVEYUR, 


The Urban Company Man Appears in a 
New Light. 

Frederick A. Soule figured again in the 
grand jury investigation yesterday, and there 
now seems no room for doubt that some one 
in the Council had given him to understand 
pretty clearly that it would cost the Chicagos 
and Jefferson Urban Transit company $75,000 
to get the ordinance through the Council. It 
is also pretty well established that Mr. Soule 
is not traveling in the West for his health, and 
if the grand jury wap in possession of sufficient 
evidence it would return au indietment 
against the absent Secretary just as soon as 
George Baker, the State’s Attorney’s assist- 
ant could fill outa blenk. It was rather ex- 
pected that Ald. Powers would tell a story re- 
garding Soule, but he did not do it. Had he 
sworn that Soule had offered him $30,000 to 
get the ordinance through the Secretaty would 
probably have been indiete and an officer 
would have been sent for him before this. 

Some reflections have been cast upon the 
directors of the Chicago and Jefferson Urban 
Transit company for the reason that it is be- 
lieved they have not used as much influence 
as they might’ to Soule to return. He is 
out of the reach of fhe State's- Attorney. 

The impression has been given out * 
messenger was sent to him at Council Bluffs 
to return or sever his connection with the com- 
pany, but so far as is known he has done 
neither and does not intend to. Mr. Soule 
has a mind of his own and is probably 
fully aware that the company cannot 
get rid of him so easily. It is thought to 
be exceedingly strange that certain members 
of the Urban Transit company are so igno- 
rant of Soule and his dealings with the Alder- 
men. There are one ortwoof the directors 
who, according to their own statements, only 
had a slight’ acquaintante with Soule, yet one 
of these was in the. same office with him. It 
was rumcred about the Criminal Court build- 
ing yesterday that. a secret indictment had 
been drawn up against Soule several days 
ago and an officer sent after him, but the re- 
port was stoutly denied. 

Frederick A. Soule, it appears, is not a 
novice in the matter of dealing with public 
officials, and his name is now coupled with 
the grand jury’s investigation of the School 
Board. He seems to have had one with 
the committee with which Millard B. Hereley 
was 80 prominently connected as a furnisher 
of school sites. It was Soule's plan when the 
Committee omSites and Boundary Lines ad- 
vertised for a school site within a prescribed 
territory to get the option on a suitable piece 
of property ana then make a proposal to the 
committee. Some difficulty was experi- 
enced yesterday in ascertaining just how 
many sites r. Soule has turnished 
the board, as Secretary Johnson was opposed 
to furnishing any information beyond the 
printed proceedings, and in a great many 
cases when a proposal is given the name of 
the person offering the property is not given. 
In these cases Mr. Soule may or may not 
have furnished the sites, and Secretary John- 
son was not obliging enough to turn to the 
records and ascertain whether or not the 
name of the man who is so badly wanted by 
the grand jury was mentioned. 

Mr. Soule had a perfect right to furnish the 
sites, but the question is whether he had any 
inside on bids. There is no evidence that he 
had. The first site which he is recorded to 
have furnished was in October, 1883. It 
was located at York and Laflin streets 
and cost the city $9,500. ‘This was prior 
to Hereley’s connection with the board. 
Charles P. Soule furnished a proposal 
July 28, 1886, for a site located on Thirty-third 
place, between Portland and Wentworth ave- 
nues, and Frederick A. Soule furnished the 
site for the George H. Thomas School at High 
street and Belden atenue in July, 1887. 

According to reports he has furnished a 
great many more, but, as stated, the printed 
record does not give his name if he did. It is 
not Known whether Charles P. Soule is in- 
tended for Frederick A. Soule or not, but it 
aug that the former is a son of the 
atter.

REPUBLICANS PROTEST AGAINST 
HIS NOMINATION,. 


Despite These Objections the Election Com- 
missioners Insist yn Printing His Name 
on the Ticket as a Republican Nominee 
—Indignation “Meetings to Be Held— 
Annexation Sentiment in Cicero-—The 
Situation in the Wards—Other Political 


Gleanings, 

Ald, E. F. Cullerton, the regular Democaatic 
nominee for reélection from the Ninth Ward, 
was named yesterday asthe regular Repub- 
lican nominee from that ward, and his name 
will be printed. on the ticket as regular Demo- 
cratic and regular Republican candidate. This 
strange state of affairs was not effected until 
after a bitter fight yesterday before 
the Board of Election Commissioners. 
To understand the story it is necessary 
to state that Cullerton was first 


nominated as the regular Democratic candi- 


date. Then George Lanferski was put in 
nomination as the regular Republican candi- 
date. Later Fred Rohds was placed in 
nominationZas an independent Democrat by 
petition. A pressure was brought to bear on 
Lanferski to have him withdrawin favor of 
Cullerton. This he declined to do. An at- 
tempt was made to induce Rohde to with- 
draw. He refused. But March 20 Lanferski 
sent his resignation of the nomination to City 
Clerk Van Cleage, This was filed and he was 
out of the race. 

Yesterday forenoon a document was filed 
with the City Clerk which placed in nomina- 
tion, to fill the vacancy caused by Lanferski’s 
resignation, « Ald. Cullerton. This docu- 
ment was sigred by “John J. Dwyer, 
Chairman, and Charles Happel, Secretary of 
the Republican General and Executive com- 
mittee of the Ninth Ward.” Two 
hours later a protest was filed with 
the Election Commissioners claiming 
that the nominaton of Callerton 
by the Republican committeemen was illegal, 
unauthorized, and void, and insisted that Cul- 
lerton’s name be not allowed on the ticket 
under the heading Repubucan.“ This pro- 
test was signed by “Frank Schlapek of the 
Republican Aldermanic convention of the 
Ninth Ward, also a member of the Executive 
committee, and a half dozen other Republic- 
ans of the Ninth Ward. . 

The hearing on the nominating paper and 
protest was had before the Election Commmus- 
sioners last night. Messengers had been sent 
for Cullerton, but he was not found and the 
hearing proceeded without him, 

Ex-Judge Prendergast appeared for the 
Republican committeemen and Julius Gold- 
zier, C. A. Fitch, and Theo, Gestefeld for the 
protesting Republicans. 

: Argument of the Objectors. 

The objections of the protesters wore that 
the ineeting of committeemen which nomi- 
nated Cullerton was not called according to 
the constitution of the club; that the original 
nominating conventigg gave no authority to 
any committee to fill a vacancy and that they 


failed to provide for filling any vacancy be- 


cause Lanferski very loudly protested 
that he was in the fight to stay; 
that the committee did not give the legal 
notice to their fellow committeemen; that the 
committee had no authority to make such 
substitution, that it was not a legal meeting of 
the club, and that no authority had ever been 
given by the Republican convention to any 
committee to nominate a regular Democratic 
nominee to fill a vacancy on the regular Re- 
publican ticket. Theodore Gestefeld in his 
address said: Lanferski was offered a 
handsome sum of money if he would with- 
draw soon r his nomination. This ho re- 
fused, but finally withdrew.”’ 

Mr. Prendergast said: “The law reads 
that where no provision to fill vacancies is 
made by the convention that work may be 
done by the regularly elected general com- 
mittee from such convention or caucus.” 
Various technical questions were discussed. 
Finally Commissioner Hutchings moved that 
the name of E. F. Cullerton be printed on the 
ticket under the Republican heading. This 


was seconded by Commissioner English and 


declared to be the decision of che board. 

The following is the protest made 
Cullerton’s name being printed in the 
lican column: 


We, the undersigned, members of the l 
Republican club of the Ninth Ward of the City of 
Chicago, hereby enter our protest agginst the 
substitution of the name of ward F. Cullerton 
as the regular Republican candidate for Alder- 
man for the Ninth Ward for that of rege 
Lanferski, the nominee for that office of a regu- 
larly called and conducted Republican conven- 
tion of the Ninth Ward for these reasons:

That there is no authority vested in any — 
or body of persons to make such a substitution in 
the Ninth Ward.

„The fight for the annexation of a part of 
Cicero will be a lively one, said a leading 
citizen: of Austin yesterday. The sentiment 
favorable to annexation is growing.

Council. In fact, it fears the Chic 
men will steal a large part of the plant as a 
consideration for their votes in favor of its 
purchase by the city. 

Those men want to defeat annexation for 
the present, sell the water-works plant to Aus- 
tin and Oak Park; then they would all will- 
ingly vote for annexation. To cover their 
real desire in the case they argue tothe people 
that if annexation comes the streets of the two 
suburbs will at once be torn up for the laying 
of city water mains.

TRIAL OF KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS, 


Aldine Lodee No. 129 Charged with Sell- 
ing Liquor at a Ball. 

The thousands of Chicago Knights of Py- 
thias are engaged in a discussion over 4 mat- 
ter resulting in an interesting meeting, which 
partook of the nature of a trial, held yester- 
day at the Sherman House.

This sale was not authorized by the grand 
lodge. J. W. Bartlett of Rockford, Com- 
mandant of the regiment of which Aldine is a 
part, attended the ball with his staff in full 
uniform. He commanded that the sale of 
liquor te stopped, but he was informed that 
this could not be done as the privilege had 
been sold. Bartlett and his staff thereupon 
left the building, and those of them who re- 
turned did so in citizen’s clothing. 

The cha was later made to the grand 
louge that Aldine Lodge had sold liquor at a 
public entertainment given in the name of 
the order, and this was backed by testimony 
going to show that, not daring to do this as a 
odge, the members had done so under the 
cloak of the uniform rank. Whether the 
lodge or the uniform rank was responsible 
will not, however, affect the result if the gen- 
eral charge 1s proved. The testimony was all 
taken yesterday and arguments will be heard 
this morning, The committee will then make 
a report to the supreme officer of the State, 
and if it justifies him in doing so he will with- 
draw the charter of the lodge.

KOMENSKY’S BIRTHDAY. 


Exercises ‘at Central Music Hall and the 
First Methodist Chureh—Ignatius Don- 
nelly of Minnesota Makes an Address at 
the Former Place and the Rev, Frank 
Bristol at the Latter—Tributes Paid to 
the Memory of the Bohemian Reformer 

of the Seventeenth Century. 
The 300th anniversary of the birth of Jan 


Amos Komensky, or Comenius, as he is known. 


in America, thie famous Bohemian educator 
and reformer of the seventeenth century, was 
fittingly observed last evening by the lodges 
of the Bohemian Slavonic Benetit Association 
at Central Musie Hall and by the Bohemian 
Evangelical Churches of Chicago at the First 
Methodist Church. 

The exercises at Central Music Hall opened 
with an organ selection by Louis Falk. Rob- 
ert H. Vickers then delivered a stirring ad- 
dress on Komensky’s life, dwelling at sdine 
length on a description of the turbulent period 
in’ which he lived, and ‘bringing out 
points of grandeur in the character 
the reformer. His style and 
delivery were animated and called out fre- 
quent bursts of applause. In his hand he held 
up to the sight of his listeners an original 
copy of one of Komensky’s works.as he glow- 
a eee its writer. 

name of Mayor Washburne appeared 
on the program and it was expected that he 
would deliver an address. He was not pres- 
ent, however, and the audience had to content 
itself with the reading of an explanatory note 
from the city’s chief magistrate. 

The speaker of the evening, Ignatius Don- 
nelly of Minnesota, was then introduced and 
read a paper on the Life and Works of Ko- 
mensky.” The subject was treated profound- 


ly, and, in the speaker's peculiarly foreible 


style, high honor was paid to the memory of 
the great man. 

At the First Methodist Church the celebra- 
tion opened with the singing of a hymn by the 
choir in the Bohemian language. The 9 5 
of the evening, the Rev. Frank Bristol, D. D., 
was theu introduced and said: 

»Enugland builds monuments to great En- 
glishmen ; Germany togreat Germans; France 
to great Frenchmen ; Italy to great Italians ;

Dr. Bristol’s address was a scholarly review 
of the life arid work uf the educator, showing 
an exhaustive study of the subject and a thor-

1592, in the Village of Nivniel. He pursued 
his studies at Hebronand Heidelberg, and 
published his first work, Grammaticæ Facil- 
ionis Precepta, at Prague in 1616. At the 
age of.24 he entered the service of. the church 
at Fulnek, the headquarters of the Moravian 
Brethren. Finally he was obliged to flee from 
his native country on account of the persecu- 
tions of the Spaniards. His whole life was 
one of turmoil and deprivation, but he never

As anauthor he did much to enrich the 
literature of his country. He is chiefly known 
for his advanced educational ideas, it being 
even said that he was the father of the 
Certain it is that he ad- 
vocated and originated educational methods 
far in advance of his time.

WERE BRUTALLY TREATED AT HOME. 


Case of Little Annie and Joseph Meske 
Brought to the Notice of the Police, 

Cruelty almost beyond belief was brought 

before the attention of Officer Williams of the 


Illmois Humane Society yesterday, and ar- 


rests are likely to follow. A 9 o’clock in the 
morning a woman appeared at the Sheffield 
Avenue Police Station leading twp children. 
Sergt. Haerle was engaged at the time and 
did not notice her entrance, 

** Policeman, can’t you do something for 
these poor children?“ asked she. The chil- 
dren—a little giri about 12 years of age and a 
boy somewhat younger—had evidently been 
terribly abused. The boy’s face was black 
with bruises and his eyes were so swollen he 
could hardly see. His sister was in a revolt- 
ing condition. Her ears were swollen to sey- 
eral times their normal size and both were 
black and livid; her eyes bore traces of re- 
cent discoloration, and her face showed nu- 
merous scars and bruises, some old and some 
recent. Both the children were in an agony 
of terror, and at first the sergeant was inclined 
to regard the woman as the cause of their un- 
happy condition. The woman said that she 
was Mrs. Ruff of No. 582 Southport avenue 
and that her only interest in the children was 
that of a neighbor and friend who would not 
longer endure seeing them maltreated. 

Who treated that little girl in that way? 
asked Sergt. Haerle. 

Her stepmother, was the reply. 

Without further comment the police officer 
telephoned to the offices of the Illinois Hu- 
mane Society, requesting that an officer be 
gent at once to the station, and summoned Dr. 
E. A. Gray of No. 596 Lincoln avenue to give 
the children medical attendance. Mrs. Ruff 
said that until a short time ago the children, 
Annie Meske and Joseph Meske, lived with 
their parents, Joseph and Antonia Meske. at 
No. 580 Southport avenue. Lately they have 
lived at No. 623 Nelson street. Mrs. Antonia 
Meske is the second wife of a poor teamster, 
who was left a widower several years ago with 
four children. She has two children of her 
own, and her hatred of her husband’s offspring 
amounts almost to a mania, it is claimed. 
More than a year ago Mrs. Ruff heard of the 
stepmother’s cruelty to the children and 
reported it to the police. Officer 
Williams of the Humane Society investi- 
gated the case and removed the eldest, a boy 
of 13 years, to the school at Feehanville 
and the youngest, a girl of 8 years, to St 
Joseph’s Home. Annie and Joseph were left 
with their parents. Mrs. Meske’s cruelty 
seemed to be increased rather than checked 
by this action of the authorities. Officer 
Williams visited the house several times. Yes- 
terday morning Annie caine to Mrs. Ruff’s 
house in a worse condition thanever. With 
her was Joseph, the 10-year-old boy, with both 
his eyes swollen together. The woman could 
stand no more and she took the children to 
the Sheffield Avenue Station. The children 
were affraid to say anything until promised 
that they should not taken home again. 
They were taken to Luke’s Hospital for 
treatment, and later they will be sent to the 
industrial schools.

KILLED BY AN AMBUSHED ASSASSIN. 


An Aged Paper-Carrier Shot in the Head— 
An Arrest on Suspicion. 

As has been his custom for years, Arnold 
Janz, an aged paper-carrier, started from his 
home, No, 12 Mark street, at 2:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. He had gone but a few feet 
when he was deliberately shot in the head by 
an unknown persan who had probably been 
concealed. 

At noon the police arrested Martin Techel, 
aformer boarder with the Janz family, on 
suspicion. He denied all knowledge of the 
murder. The circumstances that led to his 
arrest were: The man has been in this coun- 
try only fourteen months. Last May he ap- 
plied at the Janz home for board and lodging 
and was accommodated. The Janz family 1s 
composed of the aged parents, two boys aged 
14 and 17, and Ida. 21 years old. Techel had 
been there but a short time when an attach- 
ment sprang up between himself and Ida, and 
the end vf it was a secret engagement. The 
news was purposely kept from the parents by 
the girl, she fearing that their consent to the 
marriage would not be given. But Techel 
spoke of it to the father. . The latter ordered 
Techel to leave the house and never to return 
again. This was in November last. Since 
that time he was not seen at the Janz home 
up to two weeks ago last Sunday. That day 
he had a secret conference with Ida. 

He came to the house and called for me, 
said the young woman. He asked me to 
run away with him and get married, but I 
told him that I couldn’t marry him, for m 
folks were opposed to it. He then said that i 
I went with any other man he would kill me. 
I have not seen him since.“ 

For some time past Techel has boarded at 
No. 130 Canalport avenue, which is only about 
two and one-half blocks from the place where 
Janz was murdered.

Kansas Crry, Mo., March 28,—[Special. ]— 
The big lumber and grain firm of S. A. Brown

Judge 
Phillips in compliance with the application is- 
sued a provisional order for a receiver and gave 
to Owen McNulty of Kansas City, a junior 
member of the firm and defendant in Mr. 
Brown’s suit for a receiver, until 2 o’clock 
tomorrow to file objections. Mr. : 
lawyers said tonight that 
for a receivership would 

recedence over the attachments. Mr. Brown, 
in his application for a receiver, claims that 
he and McNulty formed the partnersbip 
in 1888, with branch yards all over 
the West, and that his partner has 
diverted the proceeds of the company 
into illegitimate channels and has conducted 
the business as its manager so that the com- 
pany is practically insolvent. He says further 
that the firm owes $140,000, and that if the at- 
tachment is allowed to stand the firm will fail, 
but if a receiver is appointed everythmg can 
be righted. ;

ANX1008 FOR BLANKET MORTGAGES ON 
THE CITY. 

A city paper says, referring to the remarks 

made by the Commissioner of Public Works 

at the meeting of the Municipal Order League 

Sunday: 


Mr. Aldrich did not forget the especial embar- 
rassmentof the situation, the stumbling block 
which is constantly in the way of necessary mu- 
nicipal improvements—aamely: Our outgrown 
constitutional limitation upon municipal indabt- 
edness. If it were not for the intolerable consti- 
tutional restriction already referred to there 
would be no good reason for advocating the spe- 
cial assessment plan. The time is near at hand 
when Chicago will be absolutely obliged to break 
the chains which for twenty years have prevented 
public improvements .commensurate with our 
municipal necessities. The General Assembly to 
be elected next fall should set the machinery of 
such an amendment in motion. 


There is not one of the restrictions in the 
present Constitution which has been produc- 
tive of more good to this city and other 
Illinois municipalities, than the one limiting 
the indebtedness to 5 per cent on the assessed 
valuation. That provision imposed an im- 
perative veto on the projects of speculators 
and boodlers. But for it, the bonded debt of 
this city which is now about fifteen millions, 
exclusive of the World’s Fair bonds, would 
have been nearer fifty millions and there 
would have been very little toshow forit. A 
large percentage of the money would have 
been boodled away, and another portion would 
have been wasted on temporary improve- 
ments which would be worthless by this time. 
But for the limitation of indebtedness and 
also of taxation the taxpayers would have 
been in adeplorable condition. There have 
been city administrations since, 1870 which 
could not have been trusted safely with illimi- 
table powers of debt-creating and taxing. 

The people of Illinois know very well what 
that restriction on local indebtedness has done 
fur them. They wore in a fair way to plunge 
into debt up to their eyes when it was adopt- 
ed. They will not consent to reveal or modify 
it. They are convinced that no community 
should be allowed to go into debt more than 5 
per cent on a valuation. which is about one- 
third of the actual cash value. Assessments 
were made on that basis at the time the con- 
stitutional convention met, and its members 
assumed that that basis would be retained. 

It has not been. The assessments have 
dropped toa fourthor a fifth of the actual 
casi: value, which may be taken as _ indicative 
of a wish on the part ofthe people that their 
taxes shall be as low as possible. An attempt 
has been made repeatedly to remedy those low 
assessments. Bills have been introduced to 


power to raise the total amount of the assess- 

mefits so ag to make it about a third of the 
actual value. If that were done this city 
would have an abundant income, though its 
ability to issue bonds might not be increased. 

Those bills have failed to pass, session after 
session, though relief is to be found most 
easily in that way. 

The truth is that the gentlemen who are in 
favur of lavish expenditures did not think that 
that modest increase was sufficient. They 
want all the bars let down and permission 
given the Council to sell five millions of 
bonds this week and another five the week 
after for the benefit of boomers, contractors, 
and thieves. The indebtedness of the city at 
this time is large enough. It is paying fora 
sufficient number of dead horses. It must 
not be forgotten that in addition to the city 
debt proper there are park debts,a county 
debt, and that bonds for fifteen million dol- 
lars can be issued for drainage purposes. 
Add these different debts together and they 
make a very respectable total which needs no 
increase. 

Neither the present nor future city authori- 
ties need expect that the people of Illinois will 
consent to an alteration of the present pro- 
visions on the subject of municipal indebt- 
edness. The voters know very well that if the 
existing restrictions were removed a thousand 
things which do not seem necessary at present 
would be declared to be absolutely necessary 
then, and that city councils would vote 
away bonds as lavishly as they now do fran- 
chises.

rectness of the assertion of this paper that the 
free admission of the mixing wools would in- 
crease the demand for and add to the price of 
American wools. 

A few facts taken from the census report of 
1890 on the woolen manufactures of this coun- 
try may induce him to change his opinion. 
There were used in the census year in the 
manufacture of woolen goods of all kinds 
$15,001,818 pounds of scoured wool. There 
were also used 163,956,988 pounds of other ma- 
‘terials, being cotton, shoddy, animals’ hair, 
mohair, ete, It appears, therefore, that the 
woolens and worsteds, carpets, etc., made in 
1890. were 57 per cent wool and 43 per cent 
something else. Of the wool used one-third 
was imported. In 1880 the woolen goods were 
64 per cent wool and 36 per cent adulterants. 
Of the wool used only one-quarter was im- 
ported. 

It follows then that the result of ten years of 
duties on foreign wools was to lessen the per- 
“centage of wool used and to increase the per- 
centage of wool imported. The production of 
American wool increased very slightly. There 
was no object in raising more, for there was 
no demand for it.. There was no demand be- 
cause the wools to mix with it could not be 
imported unless consumers would consent to 
pay high prices for the goods. Consumption 
determines production in the long run, and as 
woolens go up the demand for wool goes down. 

The Galesburg correspondent may claim 
that the trouble is not that there are du- 
ties on wool, but that they are too low. Sup- 
posing they were thrice what they are, and 
the importation of foreign wool practically 
prohibited? Still the American woobgrowers 
would not be benefited, ana the production of 
wool in this country would not increase mate- 
rially. But that of shoddy would, and 80 
would the consumption of cotton for mixing 
purposes, Cannot the correspondent see that 
cotton is a more dangerous, because a cheaper 
rival, than the foreign wools he dreads? 
The use of cotton in the woolen-milis 
increased 50 per cent in the ten 
years from 1880 to 1890. Cotton constituted 
one-fifth of the woolens made two years ago. 
If the wool duties are left as they are the next 
census will show one-third cotton, one-third 
shoddy, and one-third wool and the price of 
American woo! will be less than it is now, 

Shoddy is cheaper than some kinds of wool 
and dearer than others. Let in the cheap 
foreign wools and there will be less shoddy 
and cotton used—not less American wool. 
There will be a greater demand for wool on 
the part of American manufacturers and this 
country will produce more, for production in- 
creases with the demand. 

At present American woolen fabrics are 43 
per cent adulterants, 19 per cent foreign wool, 
and 38 per cent American wool. That is the 
result of about thirty years of wool duties. Is 
not it time to try another tack and endeavor 
to increase the percentage of domestic wool 
which the present system is reducing? The 
correspondent fears that the price of the latter 
will fall if the duties are removed. But the 
duties. have failed to raise or keep up the price. 
They have forced the substitution of adulter- 
ants. Foreign wouls do not compete with so 
much as supplement American wools. Their 
free admission would enable greater quan- 
tities of domestic fleeces to be used and an ad- 
vance in their price would follow inevitably.

8 WALT WHITMAN. 

In the death of Walt Whitman, “ the good 
gray poet, there passes away a unique and 
altogether ome tang figure in the world of 
American literature. Physically he had the 
mien of an ancient patriarch. Though an 
ardent admirer of wwmanhood and a devoted 
lover of children and of all the delights of the 
tireside, he never married. His sense of com- 
radeship was exceedingly close and strong, as 
was shown by his work -for others, by his vol- 
untary and hard service in the hospitals dur- 
ing the war, which sowed the seeds of his final 
illness, by his constant exaltation of humanity, 
whose praises Le never tired of singing, and by 
his robust faith in the essential nobility of 
man everywhere and under all circumstances. 
He was unique in his friendships, strong in 
his human sympathy, and joyous in his love of 
nature, animal, plant, mountain, sea, and 
star, but always exalting man as the nucleus 
of everything. He was a robust, exulting hu- 
man animal. As Stedman said of him: ‘He 
sung the praises of man and woman as they 
were created, all parts, mental, moral, and 
physical, equally of importance — what is 
usually considered coarse and carnal serves a 
divine purpose, and therefore is neither coarse 
nor carnal. He sung the sufficiency of the di- 
vine plan of human creation—that desires, 
hopes, fears, attributes were not made to be 
hidden. He sang the everyday occupations of 
man. Lastly, he celebrated himself.“ And 
withal his life was so singulatly sweet, clear, 
and pure as to be almost irreconcilable with 
the rank animalism which sometimes disfig- 
ures his poems in the Leaves of Grass.“ 
His faith in God and the immortal life was 
equally strong. No one who did not possess 
such a faith could have written on his death- 
bed that apostrophe of welcome to death which 
appears in Harper’s Magazine for April, as 
an accompaniment to Inness’ strong picture of 
the Valley of the Shadow: 


And out of these and thee 

I make a scene, a song, brief (not fear of thee 

Nor gloom’s ravines, nor bleak, nor dark—for 1 do 
not fear thee, 

Nor celebrate the struggle, or contortion, or hard 
tied knot), 

Of the broad blessed light and perfect air. with 
meadows, rippling tides, and trees and flow- 
ers and grass, 

And the low hum of living breeze—and in the 
midst God's beautiful eternal right hand. 

Thee, holiest minister of Heaven—thee, envoy, . 
usherer, guide at last of all.

Sweet, peaceful, welcome Death. 
Asa poet Walt Whitman occupies also a 
unique place. Like Wagner in music, he has 
only ardent friends or devoted enemies. His 
style unquestionably has been the rock of 
stumbling. Those who look upon poetry as a 
graceful, melodious metrical form of expres- 
sion, as rhymed suggestion of the beautiful, 
and as a sister art to music deny that he isa 
poet. Those who are careless of the bonds of 
meter and rhyme and who search for the 
poetical sentiment only, the vision of the seer, 
and virility of thought, overlook his coinages 
of expressions and his sometimes bizarre and 
crude forms of utterance for the sakeof the 
revelation itself and its relation to nature and 
humanity. Has he the divine spark is the ques. 
tion they ask and when such authorities as 
Tennyson, Swinburne, the Rossettis, Edwin 
Arnold, Thoreau, Alcott, John Addington 
Symonds, Edmund C. Stedman, R. N. Gilder, 
Robert Ingersoll, Frank Sanborn, and Ralph 
Waldo Emerson recognize his claims to poet- 
Wal inspiration, it certainly should call for a 
suspension of the critical judgment on the 
part of his enemies. When a man of such clear 


vision as Emerson can say: 
I am not blind to the worth of Leaves of

it hardly can be doubted that posterity will 
award him a high place among American 
poets—if not a mielodious at least a robust, 
earnest, passionate singer of all that lies be- 
tween the horizons of life and death—an Amer- 
ican pagan perhaps, but then Goethe was that 
“ grand old heathen.“ 
PREHISTORIC MAX. 

The lecture last evening by Mr. F. W. 
Doughty before tne American Numismatic and 
Archeological Society in New York presented 
an array of highly important facts in regard 
to prehistoric man. He exhibited a number 
of objects discovered by him in the drift for- 
mation in several Eastern States, but mostly 
on Long Island in the vicinity of Brooklyn. 
Some of them were found at depths of nearly 
200 feet in deposits which evidently have not 
been previously disturbed since times which 
are believed to be glacial, and all appear to be 
the remains of man or his handiwork. They 
attest the great antiqtiity of man, and indi- 
cate for him a far higber degree of civilization 
than do any other nen relies of the 
drift period. 

The objects discovered are described as 
representations of the human head in iron, 
slate, and stone, models in clay, some of 
which is glazed as well as baked, flat tablets 
of clay bearing figures of men and women, with 
those of existing and extinct animal forms, 
clay olds, small stone seals, and devices re- 
sembling those previously found on the most 
archaic Grecian coins. Furthermore, many 
of these objects appear to have been painted. 
They are accompanied by undoubtedly pre- 
historie implements in stone, and tome of these 
were pierced, as if for the insertion of han- 
dles, but no arrow heads have been discov- 
ered. More wonderful still, some of the ob- 
jects are covered with definite markings, 
which are guessed to be either hieroglyphs 
or the letters of some as yet unknown alpha- 
bet. : 2 

Admitting that there is no mistake, and the 
probability of that is remote, since the speci- 
mens have been examined by several scientific 
men who think the inferences are well founded, 
these discoveries must take rank among the 
most remarkable of the century. It is not 
necessary to accept the theory which seems to 
be favored by the lecturer that the drift form- 
ation is the result of collision with a comet, 
that theory involving the impossible conclu- 
sion that every particle of the drift material 
was heated to 2,000° or more in passing 
through our atmosphere, but it is legitimate 
to infer that the drift formation was deposited 
since the time when those relics were fash- 
ioned by the hand of man. That is 
to say, they must have been formed, 
and their makers lived, before the last 
great glacial epoch, since the drift that covers 
them was spread over that area by the im- 
mense ice sheet which invaded a large part of 
this continent from the north near the close 
of the Tertiary period. In his Climate and 
Time“ Croll gave good reasons for his con- 
clusion that this ice age in the northern hem 
isphere terminated not less than eighty thou- 
sand years ago after having lasted fully that 
length of time. Hence the testimony of this 
“find” strongly favors the theory that hu- 
man beings existed on this continent from 
eighty to a hundred and fifty.thousand years 
since, instead & the barely six thousand an- 
nual circuits of the sun which many people 
suppose are all that have occurred between 
the date of the “creation” and the closing 
years of the nineteenth century. 

These latest finds are by no mhans the 
first discovered evidences of the high antiquity 
of the human race, but if interpreted cor- 
rectly they teil a much more.complete story 
than any others known. Numerous flint 
flakes roughiy chipped to an edge, and some 


of them pointed as if for boring, have been 


unearthed ere this from the glacial deposits 
of England and other’ ccuntries in Europe, 
showing that man existed there as a nomad 
hunter previous to the incursion of the ice 
sheet. Recent finds in the valley of the Dela 
ware, at Little Falls, Minn., and other places 
in the United States tell a simple story for 
this continent; while the geological beds of 
the Pacific slope contain indications that dur- 
ing or before the glacial epoch man had there 
attained a degree of civilization not very far 
inferior to that of the inhabitants of the region 
when it was first visited by Europeans. But 
none of these attest the high stage of re- 
finement that appears tu have been reached in 
those far-off times by the denizens of local- 
ities which have recently been called New 
London, Conn., Staten Island, New York, and 
Greenwood Cemetery, near Brooklyn. These 
point to the conclusion that fully 100,000 
years ago Long Island and its vicinity were 
peopled by men and women intellectually su- 
perior to the Indians who lived there long 
after the voyage of discovery made by Cris- 
toval Colon (Columbus), which will be com- 
memorated in in this eit next October. 


Tue Council has dende it an ordinance for 
the elevation of the tracks of the Illinois Cen- 
tral between Fifty-first and Sixty-third streets. 
It is admitted that some ordinance on this 
subject must be passed for the purpose of fa- 
cilitating travel to the World’s Fair grounds. 
Objections have been made to the present one, 
some of which deserve consideration. 

Fault is found with the fact that no provis- 
ion is made for leaving an open space for the 
extension of Fifty-fifth street across the right 
of way of the road. The street in question is 
an important one, and the mistake made in 
omitting it should be cured. The erdinance 
requires the depression of the streets about 
four feet. One objection made to that is that 
the property-owners affected will sue for dam- 
ages. It is said, however, that they have 
waived all claims, Another objection is 
that if the streets are lowered, even though it 
be but slightly, for the benefit of the Illinois 
Central, a precedent will be established 
and that other roads if ordered to raise their 
tracks will insist on the streets bemg sunk for 
them also. This point is not an important 
oye. It depends entirely on the city authori- 
ties whether other roads shall or shall not be 
dealt with as they propose to deal with the 
Illinois Central. 

It is stated, however, that the South Park 
Board refuses point blank to depress the Mid- 
way Plaisance an inch, In that case there 
woula be only about seven feet between the 
surface of the road and the girders of the ele- 
vated structure. That is not enough. The 
railroad seems to have thought that the Park 
Board would depress that thoroughfare. 
When it learns that it will not do so it is pos- 
sible that it may consent to go a little higher 
in the air. The ordinance should be passed as 


| soon as possible, for the elevation of the tracks 


will take, considerabie time: bat it should be 
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the seven years which immediately precede 
the day of judgment, He makes it out that 
those seven years will begin not later than the 
2%h of this month, which falls next Tuesday.

in charge of the police who arrested both of 
them; whether this Inspector has absconded 
and whether any charges affecting this In- 
spector’s official carcer have come to the 
knowledge of the authorities; whether he was 
aware that a public testimonial to the In- 
spector, headed by the Mayor of Birmingham, 
and another promoted by the police of that 
city were abandoned at the request of Mr. 
Farndale, Chief Constable of Police, acting on 
behalf of the authorities and in consequence 
of the allegations in question having come to 
their knowledge; and whether, as John Daly 
and James Egan were convicted largely on 
the evidence of this Inspector, an investiga- 
tion would be instituted by the authorities 
into his official career. 

The Home Secretary responded tersely that 
he had no information regarding this matter 
which justified him in authorizing an investi- 
gation. » 

Redmond’s question, however, has set on 
foot a movement whichis almost certain to 
result in the liberation of Daly and Egan, 
who are now undergoing life sentences in 
Chatbam Prison. 

The ex-Inspector of Police“ referred to 
is none other than James Black, to whom was 
principaliy due the conviction of Michael 
Davitt twenty-three years ago, of Dr. Gai- 
lagher nine years ago, and of Egan and Daly. 
Black has-been considered one of the shrewd- 
est detectives in England. Judges without 
number have cumplimented him upon his sa- 
gacity, and Sir William Harcourt, acting as 
Home Secretary, caused an honorarium of 
£100 ($500) to be given to him as a slight rec- 
ognitior of his skill in laying bare so many 
political conspiracies, 

Inspector Black Now a Discredited Man. 

Tun Trreuxe reporter who has today visited 
Birmingham finds that Black is now a dis- 
credited man who is known to have been long 
privy to a blackmailing scheme and who is at 
present a fugitive from home owing to threats 
‘of an investigation of his official career. 

The facts ascertained have been given to 
Redmond, and upon them he will base a fur- 
ther demand for an investigation, in which he 
will be upheld by Ald. Manton, one of the 
oldest and most respected civil officers of Bir- 
mingham, who has been for forty years a 
member of the'watch committee, the branch 
of the municipal government which controls 
the police department of that city. Ald. 
Manton is now more than 80 years of age and 
a Conservative, so that politics do not enter 
into his view of the case. 

At the time of the conviction of Daly and 
Egan he 3 accused Black of manufact- 

evidence against m, and even wrote 
to William O’Brien, giving reasons why the 
sentence passed on the alleged dynamiters 
should be contested at every vboint. 

To Tue T'Rrpune-revorter Alderman Manton 
said that a the conviction of Egan and 
Daly the chief constable of Birmingham, who

The attitude I have taken in the matter has been 
in a cause of righteousness, and I am sure I shall 
be justified. No one iu Birmingham has ever 
doubted my good faith, They al have thought 
that I was mistaken.

What Led to the Exposure of Black. 
The circumstances which led up to the ex- 
ure of Black are these: Early in February 
i watered his resignation as Inspector of 
Police. The Watch committee, all of whom 
were earnest believers in Black, begged him 
to reconsider, but he was obdurate. He was 
told that if he served eleven months longer it 
would make a difference of five shillings 
($1.20) rer week in his pension, but he insist- 
ed that he had particular reasons for leaving 
ut once. Then the Watch committee decided 
that Black’s services ought to be recognized 
by a public testamonial. A committee com- 
erred of some of the best known and most in- 
tial m in Birmmgham was at once 
formed, 8 being Counselor W. J. 
Lancaster, Gladstonean candidate for one of 
the parliamentary divisions of Birmmgham. 

Feb. 14 the following advertisement was 
published in the daily newspapers: 

It is suggested that a testimonial should be pre- 
sented to Detective re — Black on his 
retirement from tue Birmingham police force.

New Phase of the Daly and Ecan Case. 

It ean easily be understood that the dis- 
covery of these facts, in connection with 
Black's private life and official career, has 
cast quite a new complexion upon the Daly 
and Egan case, men, it has always 
been declared by those who studied their 
case, were innocent of the charges 
brought agamst them, and there now seems 
every reason to believe that they were the vic- 
tims of a vile plot. Black’s testimony was 
almost the only evidence against Egan. It 
was he who swore that a bottle of nitro. 
glycerine was found hidden in the garden at- 
tached to Egan’s house. But for that piece 
of evidence it is morally certain the jury 
would have at least discharged one of the two 
men in the dock. But in those days Black's 
word was law. He was the paragon of truth- 
fulness and his probity and honesty weren 
looked upon as above question. Put him into 
the witness-stand today, a discredited official 
ste to the lips in vice and infamy, ana his 
word would not be considered good enough to 
hang a dog upon. 

Ald. Manton and others have repeatedly de- 
clared that the police placed the bottle of 
nitro-glycerine in the garden before they dug 
it up and it would indeed now appear as if 
there was much justification for that allega- 
tion. This is the phase of the matter which 
has 3 to Mr. John Redmond and 
which he is now determined to probe to the 
utter nost depths. If he can prove to the 
House of Commons that at the time of the 
Egan and Daly case Black’s character was 
such as to make his evidence wholly unrelia- 
ble the fetters must at once be struck off the 
unfortunate men who are at the present mo- 
ment wearing themselyes out in penal service. 

Flack Had a Peculiar Temperament. 

Black was of a most peculiar temperament. 
He had but two ideas—to muke money and to 
score successfully in his profession. He is re- 
puted to be wealthy, having large investments 
in South American stocks, although his salary 
was until recently only £200 ($1,000) a year 
and had not for a great length of time been 
fixed at that sum. He was intensely vindic- 
ative against the Irish people. When the 
Chief Constable of Birmingham protested to 
him against the manner in which the Egan 
and Daly case was being worked up, Black’s 
reply was: “Iam an Englishman.”

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WHOLESALE MURDER OF RUSSIANS, 


Two Brothers Resident in Poland Who 
Lived by Robbing Their vietimk. 

Warsaw, March 28.—Police inquiries into 
the case of two brothers named Koulikvisky, 
who are imprisoned here on the charge of 
murdering and robbing a peasant near Bielo- 
stock, have revealed the practice of the whole- 
sale murder of emigrants on the frontier. Al 
ready the bodies of five victims have been 
discovered in the snow in the woods adjacent 
to the house occupied by the brothers, who 
live in the Village of Monki. The eldest 
brother is a peasant farmer. The younger 
brother was once a soldier in the Russian 
army, but after his time had expired he took 
to smuggling across the frontier as a means 
of livelihood, and became thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with ali the devious paths which lead iato 
the Prussian territory away from the eyes of 
the watchfug frontier guards. 

Many of the persons desirous of leaving 
Russia, particularly emigrants, are not sup- 
plied with the passports required by the Rus- 
sian Government, and in these persons the Kou- 
likviskys found their victims. These persons 
would approach the Koulikviskys ana bargain. 
with them for a safe conduct beyond Russian 
soil, and, with the younger brother’s know 
edge of the frontier, it was a comparatively 
easy undertaking to get them safely 
away from Russian territory. Fugitives 
from justice also availed themselves 
of Koulikvi y’s knowledge to escape from 
the officers of the law. 

The method neem by the vg 9 in the 
cases of persons desiring to cross the frontier 
was as telhoara They selected as their victims 
only those who had good outfits and money, 
The others were taken across the frontier in 
safety. The victims were taken in charge by the 
younger brother and singly conducted along a 
narrow path through a dense forest. In the 
meantime the elder brother would hurry by a 
short route to a apot previously agreed on, and 
when the victim approached he was attacked 
by his guide and by the man in ambush and 
robbed of everything in his possession. __ 

Among the last of the Koulikviskys’ victims 
was u t who had sought shelter from 
the inclemenf weather in ir house. The 
body was hidden beneath some straw in a 
stable, where 1t was accidentally discovered 
before the brothers had time to carry it 
to the forest, The fiuding of this body led to 
the discovery of the five other bodies in the 
woods. The wife of the elder brother, who 
had been an actual participant in tne murder, 
was taken into custoay with the men, but is 
kept entirely separate from the in. All three 
have been subjected to a prolonged examina- 
tion, but refuse to confess anything.

No one is liv- 
ing in the house where the explosion occurred 
and the neighboring houses are also empty. 
Indeed, owing to the dangering condition of 
the walls, it would be risky for any one to live 
in the wrecked house, I visited the place to- 
day with the prefect of police and witnessed 
an indescribable sight. During the war 1 
have frequently seen a house wrecked by a 
shell, but the destruction was not so great as 
on this occasion. By the side of a wrecked 
room one would often see another room en- 
tirely intact. 

In the Rue Clichy house, on the contrary, 
everything was destroyed, Objects were also 
hurled to an incredible distance. A decanter 
was dashed from an inner foom to the top of 
the ruined stairease and was not broken. In 
the kitchen on the second floor all the knives 
were torn from their drawer and were stuck 
into the wall after the fashion of a Japanese 
feat. Another result of the expiesion was 
that the servant girl who'was injured was on- 
tirely divested of her clothing by the shock. 
Even her laced shoes were taken from her 
feet and hurled to a distance. 

The police have made no discoveries yet, 
but ate taking all precautionary measures. 
The residences of the Magistrates and jury- 
men who are engaged in the prosecution of 
the Anarchists are strictly guarded by the po- 
lice. The good-humored Parisians have not 
lost the opportunity for exciting laughter. On 
several houses can be seen placards announc- 
ing, No Magistrates are lodging here. 

The Chainber is occupied with the matter, 
and the government has announced that all 
possible steps are being taken towards discov- 
ering the criminals. The Chamber subdse- 
quently voted that an indemnity be given to 
victims of such attacks, and that a new article 
be added to the penal code making death the

PARISIAN POLICE ARE BLAMED. 


A Reporter Interviewed the Anarchist 
Leader—The Police Cannot Find Him. 
Paris, March 28,—The excitement caused 

by the explosion yesterday at the residence of 
M. Bulot at No. 39 Rue Clichy, has in no way 
abated. The affair is discussed everywhere, 
and the opinion gains strength that the author- 
ities have been, to a certain extent, relax in 
their watchfulness. Pariwians ask each other 
how long this thing is going to be allowed to 
go on unchecked. 

In an interview today M. Boulot said: At 
the trial of Anarchists in August last I de- 
manded the heads of De Camps and Dardare. 
The jury, however, was timid and imposed 
only three years’ imprisonment. I may sa 
in passing that juries are so cowardly that 
doubt if any would convict Ravarhol if he 
was arrested. I am a Radical, even a Socialist, 
but I reprobate auarchism. It is probable 
that there is a grudge against me. De Camps, 
who is a violent fanatic and who is now in the 
Poissy prison, the real leader of his party. 
He is believed by his wife, who may be secret- 
ly inciting his friends. The Anarchists have 
sent a warning to a wealthy distiller named 
Premier, living at Romans, a town in Drome, 
that his distillery will be blown up with dyna- 
mite on May day. 5 

The Paris correspondent of the Times tel e- 
graphs to his paper as follows: 

„Within a few days 30 per cent of the for- 
eigners able to quit this city have gone home, 
The Prefect of Police will issue a decree com- 
pelling conci to keep their doors shut 
and to submit all incomers to a close scrutiny. 
Unless such a decree be published Paris will 
be a sufferer from a ruinous exodus.”’ 

On a street where dwell eight police officials 
there was found today the 1 ins er ip- 
tion: This house will shortly be blown up 
with dynamite.“ 

The Gaulois today publishes an inter- 
view with Ravachol, who seems to have 
been found without great difficulty by 
the newspaper man. The interview was pre- 
sumably obtained under a pledge not to re- 
veal the whereabouts of the Anarchist leader 
to the police. The only inkling given by the 
reporter was that he met Ravachol in a café 
yesterday and had a long conversation with 
him. Ravachol deelared that the object of the 
Anarchists was to terrorize the judicial author- 
ities and to so work — their fears as to pre- 
vent them from condemning the members of 
the party who fell into the clutches of the law. 
He said that the Anarchists had in their pos- 
session a sufficient quantity of dynamite to 
blow up the house of every French official.

STARVING CHILDREN IN RUSSIA. 


Too Weak to Walk to SthiddlDriveh to 
Kat Rags and Earth. 

Sr. Pergerssvra, March 28.—The committee 
formed for the purpose of providing relief for 
the children of the famine-tricken peasants 
of this country has reported that in many of 
the districts where the famine prevails the chil- 
dren are so poorly nourished that they are too 
feeble to undertake the long walk which 
it requires an hour’s time to accomplish to 
the schools where soup is doled out to those 
who make application. Being thus unable to 
obtain any food the unfortunate children, 
driven desperate by the pangs of hunger, 
resort to the most unusual means of securing 
something to stay the gnawmgs of their 
stomachs. 

It was found durmg the investigations of 
the committee that the children, when noth- 
ing in the form of food could be obtained, 
were in the habit of greedily eating whatever 
rags fell into their possession, and that when 
the rags failed them their hunger was so great 
that they actually devoured quantities 
of earth. The deplorable condition to 
which the children were reduced by 
this can be imagined. Those who were able 
to survive were in the most misera giant 
and were unable to face the biting cold. Many 
of the teachers ren in the schools in 
these districts are alsoin a famishing condi- 
tion. They have received no salary since last 
autumn and their only means of support being 
cut off they are in a miserable state. 

A mail train running between Warsaw and 
Kowal, a town of Poland, eighty miles west of 
Warsaw, was robbed today 
amounting to $80,000.

SILVER QUESTION IN INDTA. 


The Fall in Silver Has Worked Inculcula- 
ble Evil to That Country. 
[SPECIAL CABLE } 

Lowpox, March 28.— Mr. Cotteral Tupp, 
formerly Accountant General of the Indian 
Government, delivered, a lecture this evening 
in the Westminster Town Hail on the subject 
of the influence of the fallin value of silver 
upon the commerce and finance of India. 
There was a very large audience, ineluding 
many Anglo-Indian financiers. Gen. Davies 
presided. Mr. Tupp said that the rise in the 
value of silver since 1872 had been due to the 
hope that America would adopt the principle 
of free coinage. The recent downward move- 
ment had been caused by the disappointment 
of that hove. 

The depreciatiop in silver had disordered 
taxation and finance in India and had mulcted 
the official and salaried classes of a third of 
their incomes. Indian trade had been thrown 
into confusion and its merchants badly handi- 
capped by the same cause. The Indian 
Government had remitted to England between 
1871 and 1891, for home obarges, etc., $1,410,- 
000,000, and had lost thereon $330,000,000, 
which was really a tribute to England unjustly 
wrung from India. It was a tribute imposed 
by 2 *— stupidity, and ignorance.

LORDSALISBURY’S ANSWER SHOWS 
„ TROUBLE IS AVERTED. 


The Detatis of the Modus Vivendi Arrange- 
ment Will Not Cause Friction—Senators 
Ready to Ratify the Arbitration Treaty 
After the Discussion Is Finished—Addi- 
tional Correspondence Throwing Light 
Upon the Phases of the Situation—Opin- 
ions of English Journals. 


Wasninetor, D. C., March 28.—[Special. |— 
The Bering Sea war clouds have rolled by and 
the outlook is once more peaceful. Salis- 
bury’s conciliatory note has done it. The 
President sent to the Senate this afternoon 
the reply received from the British Premier 
and also his answer to it. The President’s an- 
swer expressed the gratification the adminis- 
tration felt that Great Britain was willing, 
after the ratification of the treaty, to agree to 
an arrangement similar to that of last year.

This, 
however, was because so many Senators want- 
ed to discuss the matter and not from any op- 
position to the treaty. There is little doubt

Satisfactory to Most Senators. 

The prevailing opinion among the Senators 
was that Lord Salisbury’s reply is satisfactory. 
It shows a great advance over his former com- 
munications. Some of the features of the 
reply are still thought too indefinite, yet in its 
main propositions it comes nearer to con- 
ceding the demands of the United States than 
anything that has heretofore come from the 
British Foreign Office. 

The chief concession is that Lord Salisbury 
adinits that pending arbitration the two gov- 
ernments ought to be in accord. His state- 
ment that the agreement which Great Britain 
is willing to enter into is when the treaty has 
been ratified ’’ ig not excepted to because that 
is a reasonable condition. It is noted that 
sines President Harrison tripped him up on 
the Portugal case Salisbury has nothing more 
to say about the delays in arbitration. The 
Senate discussion went pretty deeply into the 
whole question of damages. Sherman, Mor- 
gan, George of Mississippi, Bate of Kentucky, 
and othe thern Senators did most of the 
talking. 

Will send in the Arbitrators’ Names. 


It is expected that the names of the two 
arbitrators—one of whom will be ex-Senator 
John C. Spooner of Wisconsin—will be sent 
to the Senate soon after the exchange of rati- 
fications between the two governinents. 

Reports received of large catches of seals 
this season, said Capt. Shepard of the Rev- 
enue Marine Service, relate to hair seals 
which are found in great abundance off the 
coast of Newfoundland. These hair seals, as 
they are called to distinguish them from the 
fur-bearing animal, are worth about 25 cents 
apiece, while fur seals are valued at $25 each. 
Thousands of the former variety are captured 
while floating along upon an ice field and 
their carcasses are rendered into oil while the 
skins are tanned and used for making shoes, 
gloves, and other articles of commerce. 

“According to the terms of the modus 
vivendi there can be no fur-bearing seals 
taken in the waters of Bering Sea prior to 
May 1, 189%, and while our cutters have not 
received any additional orders since last sea- 
son they have a perfect right now to make 
seizures for any violations of that agreement 
between the United States and Great Britain. 
Consequently revenue cutters went up into 
northern waters for a cruise much earlier this 
year than ever before, mainly with a view to 
preventing illegal sealing. No catch of fur 
seals nor seizures for violating the modus 
vivendi have .been received by the department 
to date, and it is not likely that active sealing 
operations will be inaugurated before July of 
this year.“

Lord Salisbury Answers That He Has Noth- 
ing to Add to the Currespondence, 

Lorpon, March 28.—In the House of Lords 
today Lord Herschel asked if Lord Salisbury 
would give further information as to whether 
there has been any mudification in the terms 
of the Bering Sea modus vivendi. Lord Salis- 
bury replied that the information the govern- 
ment had laid upon the table contained the 
whole correspondence concerning the matter 
that had been exchanged up to within twenty- 
four hours of its publication. He had abso- 
lutely no later information.

You are authorized to offer the Government of 
the United States the compromise suggested by 
the British Commission. A speedy decision is 
necessary, as we are informed that sealing vessels 
are already leaving port.

SETTLED THE RECEIVERSHIP CONTEST. 


Judge Pardee’s Decision in the Georgia 
Central Case—Richmond Terminal. 
Macon, Ga., March 28.—[Special. |—The re- 
ceivership case in which the Georgia Central 
system is involved was settled in the United 
States Court by Judge Pardee. The decision 
is that the road shall be placed in the hands of 
the Georgia directors as temporary receiver 
and that the 42,000 shares held in New York 
shall not be voted. In referring to the 42,000 
shares of stock held by the Wall street crowu, 
Judge Pardee decided that it could not be 
legally voted, as it was held by a competing 
company: He felt satisfied that so long as 
this voting power was held by a foreign 
company the court could control the 
voting power, the holder of the 
stock still retaining the right to sell it 
ur to draw dividends upon it and felt that the 
minority stockholders had rights that must 
be protected. The court had come to the 
conclusion, said Judge Pardee, that a modi- 
fied receiver would protect the minority 
stockholders and yet would not have the 
effect of damaging the property. Judge 
Pardee then stated that if it would be sat- 
isfactory to the attorneys on both sides 
the court vould pax an order enjoining the 
Centrai Rail and Banking company from 
voting the 42,000 shares of stock held by the 
Richmond and Danville in future elections, 
directing the property to be turned over to 
the Georgia directors of the cqmpany, who 
should ld it and manage it for th 
court as temporary receivers until 
the court was ready to dispose of it 
with the understanding that the court would 
dispose of the property as soon as the * 
Board of Directors could be chosen. 0 
Judge announced that an election would be 
ordered as soon as it could be legally held.

Weak Lines Charged with Cutting Rates 
—The Baltimore apd Ohio Gains Con- 
trol of the Ohio and Mississippi—Ohio 
River Cut Rates to Be Used by Western 
Connections—Trouble About Pacific Mail 
Subsidy—Other Railway News. 


Much discouragement exists amoiig the offi- 
cials of east-bound roads owing to the con- 
tinued falling off in freight shipments. The 
through shipments from Chicago to the sea- 
board were a little larger last week than for the 
week previous, but shipments to interior points 
show a further decrease of nearly 10,000 tons. 
Both through and local shipments are now 
considerably less than they were at this time 
last year, while it was expected that this year’s 
business, owing to the large crops harvested 
last summer, would be twice as heavy as they 
were the year before, when there was scarcely 
any grain left in the elevators or in farmers’ 
hands, 

The searcity of business has caused some of 
the roads to cut rates on the quiet, but it 18 
done so adroitly that it is impossible to prove 
the charge. The fact, however, that the so- 
called weak lines are getting the bulk of the 
business is an indication that the rates are be- 
ing cut. The lake lines will be ready for busi- 
ness before another month has passed, and 
unless tne railroads reduce the rates the for- 
mer will get all the business.

HEAVY ADVANCEt IN THROUGH RATES, 


Steamship Men Protest Against Proposed 
Action of (anadian Railways. 

MonTrREAL, Que., March 28.—([Special.|— 
An influential deputation of steamship men, 
representing the Allan, Dominion, Beaver, and 
other companies, waited upon the freight 
managers of the Canadian Pacific and Grand 
Trunk railways today. It appears that the 
railways are contemplating a big increase in 
through rates from England ana also in local 
freight charges. The new spring tariffs have 
not yet been issued, but it is understood there 
will be something like a 20 per cent advance 
over last season’s rates. railways claim

FAVORS THE BALTIMORE AND OGIO. 


It Secures Control of the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi Railroad. 

Sprinarietp, III., March 28.—[Special. ]—

practically settles the control of the Ohio and 
Mississippi railroad. Last January quo war- 
ranto proceedings were begun in the Circuit 
Court to oust James H. Smith, Edward Whit- 
taker, and Edward Howland from the Board 
of Directors and put in their places S. Sterritt 
1 Derrick Fahnestock, and Julius F.

The latter gentlemen were declared elected 
at a meeting of the stockholders in Cincinnati 
Nov. 19, 1891, and represent the in- 
terests of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
which is seeking to secure control of the Ohio 
and Mississippi. ‘Che Board of Directors, 
however, refused to recognize their election or 
to admit the gentlemen to seats in the board. 
Their contention was election was 
illegal; that the stock held in England 
and the East for McKim, Fahnestock, 
and Walsh was registered in the name 
of the owners thereof; that these trustees 
had no legal right to vote this stock; 
and that the trustees had formed a plan by 
which the Ohio and Mississippi railroad was 
to be practically turned over to the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad company in violation of the 
laws of Illinois and pf the charter of the Ohio 
and Mississippi company. The other side to 
the controversy contended that the English 
stockholders never had assigned or transferred 
to any one the power of voting on their stock, 
but that such transfer was only to trustees 
who were the agents or proxies of the real 
owners. 

There have been several preliminary skir- 
mishes in this case and they have all ted 
n the Baltimore and Ohio in- 
terests. e decision today was rendered 
upon the demurrer to the defendant’s plea.

COTTO DIES BY ELECTRICITY. 


The Italian Murderar Given Five Contacts 
—Face Distorted and Burned. 

Sine Sine, N. T., March 28.—Jeremiah 
Cotto, the ignorant Italian who murdered 
Louis Frankelos in Brooklyn last July, died 
by electricity this morning at 10:40, 

Cotto’s brother visitea him last night and 
tried to induce the condemned man to give 
him $54 which was in his possession at the 
time he was arrested, but Jeremiah refused 
and the indignant brother then left, after noti- 
fying Warden Brown that he could keep his 
brother’s body and bury it where he pleased. 

Cotto spent most of the night in prayer, and 
seemed to derive much comfort from the 
words of Father De Santis, who spent the 
night with him. The preliminaries to the ex- 
ecution did not differ from those in the past. 

The witnesses and ten reporters ente the 
death chamber at 10:35 o’clock and at 10:41 
the Warden received the signal from Elec- 
trician Davis that everything was ready. The 
Warden then entered Cotto’s cell. At 10:43 
o’clock procession entered the death 
chamber. -Cotto walked between two priests 
e was 
weak and appeared to be ready to collapse. 
He was quickiy placed in the chair and was 
strapped down by two keepers. The two 


priests got down on their knees and continued» 


to pray, Cotto repeating the prayer after 
them. Warden Brown gave the signal to 
Electrician Davis at 10:45. Immediately 
there was a convulsed movement 
Cotto’s body. 

ten seconds intervening between 

The doctors present were invited to 
examine the man. They all pronounced 
Cotto dead. The right ne. where the elec- 


‘trode was applied, was severcly burned. Cot- 


to’s face was distorted and discolored, and it 
was black above the eyes. Electrician Davis 
said that the discoloration and what appeared 
to be burns on the leg were really only a 
slight scalding. Sixteen hundred volts were 
used. Those witnesses who were present and 
who had also witnessed Mellvaine's execution 

that Cotto’s face was more disfigured 
and distorted than was Mellraine's face. 
After Cotto was. pronouneed dead the body 
was carried into the autopsy room adjoining 
the death chamber. The autopsy was con- 
ducted by Dr. Irving, the prison physician. 
Cotto’s body was not claimed by any of his 
friends or relatives, but was buried in quick-

The my Sees having Hawley furnacés put 
in at the e View pumping in order 
to test their capacity. A test was made at N, 
K. Fairbank’s factory, on Eighteenth street, 
afew days ago, and an evaporation of 9.03 
pounds of steam to one pound of Indiana 
block coal was reached with practically no 
smoke. 

A test was made a short time ago with the 
down-draft furnaces at the electric light sta- 
tion at Fourteenth street and Indiana avenue, 
These furuaces are of the Post & Sawyer con- 
struction, horizontal tubular, water grate 
boilers. The air and distilled gases pass down- 
ard, through the fire, between the grates, and 
over a.bed of live coal, which has fallen from 
the grate above, as is common in down-draft 
furnaces, and then under a water partition 
back of which is the cOmbustion chamber and 
tubes, through which the gases pass to the ex- 
tension at the back end of the boilers, and 
from there to a finely arranged system of up- 
takes and flues connecting with the stack. The 
boilers are connected in pairs to steam drums, 
of wnich there are three each 18 meters di- 
ameter by 12 feet long. On top and at the 
center of each steam drum a7-inch outlet is 
connected with leads to the main steam Dipe, 
12-inch in diameter, leading into the engine 
room.

REOPENS AN OLD QUESTION AGAIN, 


The Chicago and Northwestern Once More 
Sues the City. 

Ina Superior Court bill filed against the 

city the Chicago and Northwestern railway 

company yesterday reopened the question of 

compensation for laying out streets across its 


tracks. The matter was decided by Judge 


Adams last July on condennation proceed- 
ings. brought against the company to ascer- 
tain damages for opening West Taylor street. 
The company claimed a sum such that its in- 
terest would maintain proper guards and also 
demanded an award for adjacent property not 
taken. Judge Adams devided that damage 
was only nominal ana awarded $1. 

Like awards were made in the cases of 
Diversey avenue, West Forty-seventh street, 

Hammond street, Thomas avenue, and Ow ab- 
co street. The Taylor street case was carried 
to the Supreme Court and there affirmed. 

The company now represents that the city is 
about to take possession of the property, and 
the court is asked to enjoia such action. 

The bill sets forth that the Supreme Court 
decision holds that the effect of the Circuit 
Court judgment was not to condemn the fee, 
ty simply to secure the right to opena 

city, it is claimed, is therefore 
ſunted to taking only the company’s right of 


But the bill sets up that the company holds 
absolute title to each plot of ground, that 
each is worth from $1,000 to $5,000, and that 
each is used @ot only for laying tracks and 
the passage of trains, but for the receipt and 
discharge of freight and the erection of ware- 
houses. It is claimed that while the judgment 
grants nominal damages for injury to right of 
way, in reality the occupation will deprive the 
company of ail other uses save the passage of 
trains and will prevent a sale. 

The bill further states that in awarding a 
dollar damages the court decided that the 
owaer was not entitled to any compensation. 
The proceedings are therefore argued to be 
illegal as contravening the federal constitu- 
tion providing that no property shall be taken 
for public use without the award of a just 
com pensation.

FOR THE RESIDENCE STREETS. 


Mayor Washburne Wants to Clean Them. 


by Special Assessment. 

Mayor Washburne thinks that the only 
feasible’ method of cleaning the residence 
streets of the city is to have it done by special 
assessment, and, as a result of several confer- 
erences with Commissioner Aldrich, Street 
Superintendent Burke, Controller May, and 
Corporation Counsel Miller last week, has de- 
termined to take up the idea in earnest. Mr. 
Miller has been asked to prepare an ordinance, 
and as soon as possible it will be sent to 
Council. In speaking of the project the Mayor 
said: 

The resources of the city from general 
taxation are so limited that the amount which 
can be set apart for street cleaning would not 
be enough to make a faint impression on the 
mud of our streets if distributed over them 
equally. The appropriation recommended by 
the Finance committee for the care of the 
streets is $780,000, but it is a mistake to gup- 
2 that that will all go for street cleaning. 

o-thirds of the amount must be expended 
in keeping the pavements in repair. The) re- 
mainder is not enough to keep the business 
districts clean, and I am in hopes that the 
roblem ean be simplified by having the resi- 
ence districts cleaned by special assessment. 
In vo other way can the city be put in pre- 
sentable condition for the World's Fair. 
cost will not rest heavily with the tax- 
payers, for Mr. Burke, who has figured on the 
matter carefully, estimates that a tax of 25 
cents a front foot will pay for having the 
street sprinkled twice a day during the sum. 
mer season, and cleaned once aday during 
nine months of the year, from April to 
cember, inclusive. It may be deemed best to 
devote part’ of the amount raised to cleaning 
the alleys,and only clean the streets every 
other day. As it is now the streets in the 
residence district are not cleaned more than 
once a month.“ 

The success of Mayor Washburne’s plan will 
depend targely on the temper of the property 
owners. If they object to having clean, well 
sprinkled streets they will be able to convince 
the Aldermen of their respective wards that 
they * not to have them, and the ordi- 
nances the improvement will not pass, or 
if they do, -will be repeaied. This was the 
case with the sdministration lan for repav- 
ing forty streets in the Daubeat senehen of the 
city.

provements were passed, but all but three 
were repealed,

Whatever may be the merits of the claims 
put forward by Mr. Doughty it would seem 
certain that they are destined to attract wide- 
apenas attention not only in this country but 
abroad. 


MINISTERS TALK OF THE NEWSPAPERS. 


Diseussion at the Methodist Meeting— 
Other Clergymen’s Gatherings. 

Methodist ministers at yesterday’s meeting 
discussed the newspapers. The Rev. S. C. Le- 
velle read a paper on What Americans Read 
and Its Influence.” We are not a nation of 
readers, he said, not a nation of scholars, 
because a nation of smatterers. ‘The mass of 
our literature tends to intellectual destruction. 
Three-fourths of the men and one-quarter of 
the women get all their after school education 
from the newspapers. The chief tendency of 


the news published is evil because it makes 
the people gossipy, and because the evil of 


men and not the good is recorded. However, 
the publishers are not to be blamed because 
they gratify the public taste. The evil of the 
press, in short, is to make the people gossipy, 
nervous, J essimistic, and weak in retention. 
The good done by the press is unbounded, 
however. Corruption in this country has never 
been urearthed except by the press. If any of 
the present Aldermen go to Joliet it will be 
due to the vigilance of the Chicago press. It 
is possible for Yerkes to buy the City Council, 
but Yerkes, the Urban Transit company, the 
Compressed Air company, and the Northern 
Pacific have not together sufficient money to 
buy the Chicago editors.“

WILL WORK AT NIGHT 


EXTRA FORCE OF MEN TO BE EM- 
PLOYED AT JACKSON PAKK. 


The Chief of Construction Decides to Push 
the Work on the Electricity Building, 
the Contractors, in His Opinion, Having 
Been Dilatory—Other Contractors to Be 
Stirred Up— Tests to Be Made of Roats 
to Be Operated on the Lagoons at Jack- 


son Park. 


Night work began last evening on the Elec- 
tricity Building at Jackson Park. From now 
on there will be a double force of men em- 
ployed—some in piling up the structure by 
daylight, and the rest by electric light at 
night. This is by order of Chief of Construc- 
tion Burnham, who does not intend that 
building operations shall be delayed. The 
contractors for the Electricity Building have, 
in his opinion, been dilatory in pushing their 
work. For this reason he has ordered them 
to work night and day. 

Mr. Burnham is authorized to take such a

step. According to the terms of the contract 
he is the sole judge and arbiter of the degree 
of progress being made and is at liberty to 
employ, if he sees fit, an extra force of men, 
set them to work on any one of the buildings, 
and charge the expense to the contractor. In 
pursuance of this authority, not only will the 
Electricity Building be hastened, but the con- 
tractors for the carpentry work on the big 
Manufactures Building are also to be stirred 
up. They have been given notice that unless 
they engage more men and advance their 
work more rapidly their entire force will be 
doubled and work proceed at night. 

Since the first contract for a building was 
let it has been the intention on the part of the 
Construction Department to suffer no lagging, 
and Mr. Burnham is only earrying out his 
original program in telling contractors he 
will do the work himself if they fall my of 


their engagements. 

LARGEST FOUNTAIN IN THE WORLD. 
Sculptor MeMonnie’s Colossal Desien Being 
Executed for the Vorld’s Fair. 

At the foot of the main basin in Jackson 
Park will be erected the largest fountain in the 
world. Sculptor MeMonnie of New York is 
desigting it. He has gone to Paris to have 
the work done, and there are now engaged a 
force of molders and blacksmiths working 
night and day to get the big fountain ready. 

The idea is that of an apotheosis of modern 
liberty. Columbia will assume the shape of a

triumphal barge, guided by Time and herald- 
ed by Fame. There will be eight standing 
figures, representing on one side the arts and 
on the other science, industry,. agriculture, 
and commerce. Eight big sea horses will 
form a circle directly in front of the fountain. 
They will be mounted by eight stalwart young 
men as out-riders, who will represent com- 
merce. The design of the basin is cirenlar, 
150 feet in diameter and flanked on each side 
by columns fifty, feet high, surmounted by 
eagles. The water will be furnished by a half 
circle of dolphins in the rear and by a system 
of jets, which will surround the barge and 
figures. At night the fountain will be illumi- 
nated by electricity. The smallest figure will 
be twelve feet high and the largest twenty feet 
high. Mr. McMonnie expects to complete his 
colossal fountain this year.

Plans of Russia, 

Regardiess of the famine and distress in 
Russia Consul-General Crawford, stationed at 
St. Petersburg, says the Empire of the Czar 
will be well represented at Chicago. And he 
officially informs Chief Fearn of the Depart- 
ment of Foreign Affairs that his Excellency, 
Mr. Timurageft, will visit Chicago not later 
than next June. The Russian Government 
has decided to pay all expenses, such as insur- 
ance, surveillance, and transportation of goods 
to and from Chicago. Invitations will be i8- 
sued to the Asiatic provinces to send exhibits 
to St. Petersburg, which will be forwarded 
and returned without cost. 


To Use the Johnson at the Fair.

Lieut. Taussig of the United States navy and 
Mr. Grogan, United States Architect for the 
World’s Fair, were in Milwaukee today to ex- 
amine the revenue cutter Andy Johnson with 
a view of seeing of what use it could be put 
to during the World’s Fair. As the Johnson 
is likely to be replaced by a new cutter before 
the opening of the Columbian Exposition it 
will probably be fitted up as an auxiliary vessel 
to the Columbian battleship Illinois.

CANDIDATES FOR ADJUTANT-GEN- 
ERAL OF THE ARMY. 


Gen. Kelton Retires April 1 to Become 
Governor of the Soldiers’ Home- There 
Are Six Candidates for His Position, but 
the Contest Is Hetween Cols, Williams, 
McKeever, and Ruggles—Progress of the 
Pension-Office Investigation—Leaves of 
Absence Considered by the Senate, 

Wasatneton, D. C., March 28.—[Special. |— 

Aspirants for the Adjutant-Generalship of the 

Army have taken alarm at the statement that 

Gen, Kelton is likely to retire April 1 instead 

of two months later in order te accept the 

Governorship of the Soldiers’ Home. The 


White House and War Department are 


being flooded with communications in behalf 
of the several candidates, and the Secretary of 
War has been able to do little eise than listen 
to the appeals of Senators, Congressmen, and 
other influential persons in the interests of 
their respective favorites. Col. Geo D. 
Ruggles of Governor’s Island, New York, ap- 
peared on the scene today to personally con- 
duct his campaign, and Col. Chauncey Mc- 
Keever of Chicage will be here to look after 
his interests as soon as Gen. Miles arrives in 
Chicago to relieve him. Gen. Miles leaves 
here tonight for Chicago. There are a half 
dozen candidates, but the real contest lies be- 
tween Cols. Williams, McKeever, and Ruggles. 


PENSION OFFICE INVESTIGATION. 


Witnesses Testify to Raum’s Borrowed 
Money and Alleged @fficial Abuses. 

Wasutinerton, D. C., March 28.—G, H. Lock- 
wood, patent attorney of tilis city, formerly 
Chief Clerk of the Interior Department, was 
the first witness called by the Pension Office 
Investigating committee today. Witness told 
of a request Gen. Raum made to him for a 
loan of money to help him out. Hecould not 
loan the Commissioner the money himself, 
but took him to Mr. Thompson, President of 
the National Metropolitan Bank. Mr. Thomp- 
son refused to accommodate the Commis- 
sioner, because of some personal feeling 
against him (the Commissioner) on account 
of the latter’s refusal to promote a clerk ia 
the Pension Office that Mr. Thompson and 
others had asked him to promote. Mr. Thomp- 


son agreed subsequently to lend the money to 
Mr. Lockwood, who in turn loaned it to the 


Commissioner. 

John W. Thompson, President of the Metro- 

litan National Bank, testified that he knew 

en. Raum, but not intimately. He detailed 
the circumstances attending the request for a 
loan. He had told Mr. Lockwood, the attor- 
ney, that he had no feeling in the matter; that 
he had not much confidence in Raum; and 
that he was a good deal of a politician. He 
(witness) had expressed to the Commissioner 
the hope that if it was consistent with his duty 
he would make the promotion. 

William H. Barker, formerly chief of the 
record division of the pension office, said 
there had been charges preferred against him 
while in the pension office of borrowing 
money from employés and not returning it. 
Witness said the entire amount of money he 
had borrowed in Washi was $629; and 
he had lost $12,000 in speculation, { Mrs. 
Fithian had once offered him (Barker) Mone 
in return for promotion. Witness repo 


the matter to Green B. Raum Jr. and Mrs. 


Fithian was not promoted. Witness said he 
had borrowed $50 from a clerk named Dono- 
hue, whom he had made a section chief. 
Donohue getting the money from a clerk 
named Morse. note not being paid, 
Donohue wrote witness a letter during olfice 
hours saying that unless the money was paid 
immediately Morse would have him (Barker) 
arrested. Witness paid the money and im- 


mediately -Donohae to a clerkship 
(but without reduction in salary) for insub- 
ordination in writing such a letter during 
office hours. The witness said Green B. Raum 
Jr. probably got a part of the $50, as he 
witness were borrowing money back and forth 
of each other. 

Thomas Farncett, an attorney and formerly 
an employé of the pension office, told of the 
circumstances attenaing his discharge. He 
attributed his failure to get back to his re- 
fusal to recognize John pe (son of the 
Commissioner) as an attorney in a case, in 
which there was a fee of $26 involved, unless 
he obtained the consent of the attorney of 
record. Witness said that before the election 
of 1890 there were pension claims from the 
State of Indiana advanced for a considera- 
tion. Regarding the working of the completed 
files order, witness said that about 5 per cent 
of the cases that were sent to his division as 
complete were really complete. The first lot 
of cases that came along were Lemon’s cases, 
“which always came up smiling with a com- 
pleted slip.”’ Witness regarded the completed 
files order as a detriment to business.

Willard P. Tisdel, the Commercial Commis- 
sioner sent out in the interest of the Fair, has 
returned to the Isthmus of Panama from a 
trip along the northern coasts of Colombia 
and Venezuela.
